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Damage Up To 100% 


Hail Last Week Hits 
Many County Areas 


From The Legislature 

(By Ray Speaker, M.L.A.) 


Widespread hail storms Wednes¬ 
day and Thursday of last week 
caused damage up to 100% to crops 
,in marly parts of the County of 
Vulcan. 

Hardest hit were the Champion, 
Carmangay-P e a e o c k, Herronton 
and Vulcan districts. Reports from 
Alberta Wheat Pool agents esti¬ 
mate damage as follows: 

Vulcan— 10% of acreage (mostly 
east and nortn) damage 10% to 
70%. 

Champion— 25% to 100% damage 
by storm Aug. 3 that started west 
of Alston and cut through Cham¬ 
pion. Damage mostly west and 
southeast. 

Carmangay— East two-thirds of 
district hit by storm four to six 
miles wide, damage 10% to 100%. 

Peacock— 50% hail damage in 
north-east area. 

Ensign— 5% of acreage hit by 
hail, damage varies. 

Herronton— 10% to 100% hail 
damage on about 4,000 acres. 
Damage from heavy rains and 
strong winds accompanying storm 
could also be heavy. 

Most parts of the county receiv¬ 
ed good rains last week and, 
generally speaking, no further rain 
is required for this crop. Warm, 
sunny weather such as prevailed 
Tuesday of this week will be need¬ 
ed to ripen the crop before the 
threat of frost. 

Rainfall received last week at 
nine reporting points is shown 
below, with the total rainfall since 
May 1 shown in' brackets.

Herrontort, 2.77 Inches (14.03). 

Queenstown, 1.00 inch (11.70). No 
hail damage reported. 

Lomond, .60 to 1,50 rain received 
in area where crops were starting 
to burn. In Lomond, .60 recorded, 
making 9.60 inches since May 1. 

Throughout the county fall rye 
is now being swathed and combined. 
In the south and east, winter wheat 


and barley are reported ready to 
swath and west and north of Vul¬ 
can barley is changing color.

IRRIGATION POLICY 
CONFERENCE 

The Irrigation Policy Conference 
to discuss studies on irrigation on 
August 3 in Taber brought some 
interesting information to light. 

Dr. Rogers, Department of Agri¬ 
cultural Economics, found in his 
study of the E.I.D. for the year 
1963 that benelits front irrigation 
would fall into a ratio of 11% for 
local farms, 23% for local business 
35% for the Province as a whole, 
and 32% outside of the Province. 
This .would mean that about two 
thirds of the benefits stay in the 
Province. Using as a predictive in¬ 
dicator the E.I.D. he said, that if 
there was no irrigation in the areas 
there would be 75% less farmers 
because of the need of larger land 
holdings to meet demands. Also that 
90% of businesses in Brooks would 
fail and he felt that a heavy toll 
would occur in other towns located 
within irrigation units if removed. 
By comparing the number of dollars 
invested in irrigation in relation to

New Alberta Wheat Pool eleva¬ 
tors are scheduled to be built at 
Blackie and Barons within the next 
year, is has been announced. 

The Board of Directors of the 
Wheat Pool has approved a tenta¬ 
tive 1966-67 country building pro¬ 
gram of 1% million dollars. Some 
25 shipping points will be involved. 
The net increase in total Pool stor¬ 
age capacity will be over a million 
bushels. 

Start of actual construction, at 
the various points, will depend on 
the availability of work crews, and 
on local crop conditions 

The expansion program includes 
replacement of a number of build¬ 
ings to be dismantled. 

New Pool elevators are scheduled 
for Buffalo, Claysmore, Kitscoty, 
Barons, Blackie, Delia, Trochu.

GRAIN LOSSES DURING 
HARVEST 

Regardless of what happens from 
now on we’re going to have grain 
to harvest. The big trick will be 
to reduce losses which invariably 
occur. 

Weather is usually the largest 
single cause for losses of grain 
around harvest time. While man 
can’t do much about this, the Cana¬ 
da Department of Agrculture has 
done some studies on the subject 
of reducing losses from other causes 
in the actual harvesting operation. 

As we all know, wind and rain 
as well as animals and birds reduce 
our crop, with these losses increas¬ 
ing ever faster as the grain ma¬ 
tures. Under adverse weather these 
natural losses can be very large. 

Studies reported by M. E. Doodds 
of the Canada Department of Agri¬ 
culture showed that losses caused 
by the reel and cutter bar increase 
with maturity. On the other hand 
grain losses in the windrow caused 
by the action of the pick-up is 
fairly constant regardless of the 
stage of maturity at which the 
crop is cut. 

Threshing and separating loss in 
the combine occurs mainly at the 
straw walkers. Overloading this 
mechanism will seriously increase 
this loss. 

As wheat is the most widely 
grown crop in this country, let’s 
look a little closer at harvesting 
operations. Wheat can be most pro¬ 
fitably windrowed when the ker- 
nal moisture is 35% as the losses 
from natural causes at this stage 
may be as low as one-quarter bus¬ 
hel per acre. At the straight com¬ 
bining stage of maturity, this 
natural loss is often three times 
as great. When you add your reel 
and cutter bar losses, the total 
losses from swaflillh'Vheat is six- 
tenths of a bushel and one and one 
quarter bushels per acre for 
straight combined wheat. The pick¬ 
up losses will be an extra three 
tenths of a bushel per acre for 
both methods. 

There is a large amount of re¬ 
search information which has de¬ 
monstrated that grain losses at har¬ 
vest time may be substantially re¬ 
duced by starting to swath wheat 
at the 35% moisture stage of 
maturity and continuing until the 
moisture has decreased to approxi¬ 
mately 20%. A wheat crop with 
less than 20% moisture should be 
left for straight combining. 

Because adjustments of the com¬ 
bine is important in our internal 
threshing losses, there have been 
a number of publications regarding 
this subject. In fact some of the 
booklets cover a very wide range 
of harvesting operations, swathing, 
adjustments of combines, hints on 
threshing Malting Barley and so 
1o a total of nine different titles. 
If you’re in town, drop down to the 
office and browse through our har¬ 
vesting publications.

This year, a random selection of a limited number 
of antelope and non-trophy sheep licenses will be 
made from all valid applications received from 
Alberta residents. “Resident” means a person 
who has resided in the Province for a period of 
one year immediately prior to the date of 
application for a license. 

Before applying for a license it is necessary to 
have a 1966 Wildlife Certificate. A group of 
hunters, up to a maximum of four, who wish 
to hunt in the same vicinity may submit their 
applications in one envelope. Each applicant is 
only allowed one application. As there are several 
areas open to antelope and non-trophy sheep 
hunting, please indicate on the front of the 
envelope your first, second, or third choice. 

Each applicant who is not drawn on his “first 
choice” area has an equal opportunity to be 
selected in his “second choice”, etc. All applica¬ 
tions must be submitted on a special form 
available only at Provincial Fish and Wildlife 
Offices. As illegible or incomplete applications do 
not qualify, it is important to carefully read the 
instructions. 

A money order or certified cheque 
payable to the Provincial Treasurer 
must be enclosed with each application.

successful freezing are: 

1) Select foods of top quality. 

2) Choose vegetables and fruits 
suitable for freezing and the best 
varieties. Test a small quantity of 
the food if in doubt as its freez¬ 
ing qualities, rather than freeze 
a large quantity. Then sample this 
produce after freezing. Foods such ■ 
as onions, lettuce, salad greens, rad¬ 
ishes and tomatoes do not freeze 
well. 

3) Prepare for freezing immedi¬ 
ately. The less time fruits or vege¬ 
tables stand at room temperature 
before freezing the more flavor and 
quality they retain. This also re¬ 
fers to time between picking and 
preparation. 

4) Pre-treat before freezing to . 
inhibit enzyme action. Most fruits 
need to be sweetened and vege¬ 
tables should be blanched. 

5) Select containers for con¬ 


venience and economical use of 
freezer space. Rigid containers 
made of aluminum, glass, plastic, 
or heavily waxed cardboard are 
suitable for all packs. Glass canning 
jars may be used for most fruits 
and vegetables (including those 
using syrup) provided enough head- 
space is allowed for expansion dur¬ 
ing freezing. Coffee cans may be 
used for cooked foods if sealed .with 
freezer tape to make them airtight. 


Moisture-vapor resistant plastic, 
freezer weight aluminum foil or 
laminated paper may be all be 
used. Rigid container flat on both 
top and bottom allow maximum 
use of freezer space. 

6) Avoid air pockets when freez¬ 
ing. Pack foods solidly but leave 
necessary headspace for expansion. 
Use freezer tape to seal tops. 

7) Label containers carefully 
making sure to mark the date of 
freezing. Use a wax pencil for this 
purpose. 

8) Spread out packages in freezer 
allowing at least 1” between them 
for circulation of air and faster 
freezing. 

9) Keep freezer temperature at 
0 degrees F. or lower.
